The meeting of the Central Labor Union last night developed m 
into a protest and condemnation meeting against the action of the di- J 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce in passing a resolution favoring ^ 
the electric rate increase. 


The resolution passed by the directors of the Chamber of Com- 


merce of which the manager of the Electric Light Company is one had 
been circulated more or less in the city during the day. "it bore no 
signature and contained no names, but was being sent out on Chamber 
of Commerce stationery. And it was found that some of the directors 
were opposed to it. 


The resolution requested the support of the citizens on the sec- 


tion of the City Council m raising the electric rate. It was brought out 
at the meeting of the labor men that it was the same Council which 
had passed the increase in the rate for gas and had denied th^n the 
right to vote on it and it was stated that the Secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce had worked for that.
